They reduced the feveral malicious Sugget- 
tions againft the Duke of Somer/et, which they had 
carefully {pread about City and Country, in groundlefs 
Reports and Rumors, into Articles of Accutation, of 
which the main one was, That he had fuffered the For- 
tifications in and about Bologne, to fall to Decay, on 
purpofe that the Lofs of that Place might make a Peace 
with . France abfolutely neceflary, and that he had {ent 
an Ambaflador to propofe a Treaty with the Emperor, 
for the Prefervation of Bologne, only that, at his Return, 
he might reprefent the Impoflibiliry of engaging the 
Emperor in fuch a Treaty, and thereby have a Pre- 
tence difhonourably to yield up the Place to the French. 
This Care of the Nation’s Honour and Intereft was very 
popular, and they were logked upon as Pasriots, that 
had the Defence of Bo/ogne; and the Safety of England 
againit Fraace, more at Heart than the King, and the 
Kingdom's Governor and Proteétor. 
no fooner in the Sadle themfelves, than the very firlt 
Thing they thought of was the delivering up that very 
Place to France, to rid themfelves of a Burden they 
found they fhould not be able to bear. ‘They fent an 
Ambafiador to the Emperor, as the late Protector had 
done, and he brought back the fame real Anfwer, 
which, they faid, was but a pretended one when 
brought by the Duke of Somerjez’s Ambaflador, That 
the Emperor had lately made a League with King 
Henry il. and could not break it, without prejudicing 
his Honour. Upon this Waravick and the Patriots, 
forgetting all the Clamour they had made againft the 
Duke of Somerfet tor propofing a Peace with France, on 
the Terms of reitoring Bologne for a valuable Confidera- 
tion, refolved to reitore it themielves for a very pitiful 
one. See how Rapin reprefents it: ‘ Notwithitanding 
© Warwick's Greatnefs, he was tinder no finall Perplexity 
about the Affair of Bologme. Himfelf had exclaimed 
moft againft the Duke of Somerfet for propofing to
